(Editor’s Note: A few days ago we chanced to} 
talk to an alert business man who ‘has just/| 
returned from an extensive trip which brought 
him into close contact with top-most executives 
of large business in many American cities. Be- 
cause this man was one of those who saw clearly 
the trend of events and prophesied correctly as 
far back as the 1930'S the bolshevist outcome of 
an Allied military victory under the interna- 
tionalist management we attach special signifi- 
* eance to his diagnosis now. We quote his exact 
words as nearly as possible.) 
It is our business friend speaking: 

“From talking to scores of large corporation 
presidents and listening to thousands of miles 
of Pullman politics, the stupidity that I heard 
oftenest and found most discouraging is the 
charge that Washington policies result from the 
doings of crackpots and_aimless blunderers. 

“In the face of the facts nothing could be 
more senseless. I should be indeed a happy man 
if I thought we had merely a flock of fools and 
blunderers and foggy theorists to contend with in 
Washington. Instead we.deal with the most ably 
managed political machine in world history. It 
is all the more effective because on its outer 
fringes it presents and has always presented a 
galaxy of ‘chattermouths and goofs. It has been 
outwardly distinguished by sideshow characters 
such as Harold Ickes, Henry (Guru) Wallace, 
Senile old Cordell Hull, society-minded incon- 
sequentials like Sumner Welles and William Bul- 
litt, and a flock of others equally lacking in 
real weight. Reasonably intelligent Americans 
long ago dismissed all these as too shallow-wit- 
ted to be dangerous. 

“Those I’ve just mentioned aren’t danger- 
ous. They and dozens more of the same stripe 
are by all indications simply the dopes and dupes 
and limelight-loving fellow-travelers of a politi- 
al machine whose destination they haye not 
had the sense to detect and whose methods they 
» have not had the. moral. principle to. oppose. 
There is not the slightest reason to suppose 
that Harry Truman himself, any more than men 
of the sort we have named, figures intellectually 
‘in the carefully plotted policies evolved for him 
and subtly insinuated into the program of his

American Revolution Magazine Rear Admiral Har- 
old C, Train, U.S.N. Retired, makes the following 
comments regarding the falacy of a ‘super-govern- 
ment:” . 

“| feel that the great majority of those favor- 
ing a super-government have done so because they 
have been told in speeches and in literature that 
only by such a system can we attain real peace 
and security in this world of ours . . . But you 
will not get peace in the world by a super-govern- 
ment. On the contrary | believe that such a gov- 
ernment would have a tendency to cause wars. 
The World Federalists state in their principles that 
for this super-government there is required: A 
world legislature to enact laws; a world court to 
interpret laws; and a world executive agency to 
administer and enforce laws. They also state 
that the world law should be enforced directly 
upon the individuals and that the world federal 
government should have authority to raise depend- 
able revenue, under a carefully defined ‘and 
limited, but direct taxing power, independent of 
national taxation. 

They also propose a surrender or partial sur- 
render, of power to raise and maintain national 
armed forces: the right to tax; the control of im- 
migration, trade, tariff, currency, monetary values 
and fiscal policy; the power to regulate national 
industry and agriculture. In other words, states 
joining a super-government would lose sovereignty 
and independence. Will we in the United States 
give up all that we have so dearly won, maintained 
and cherished since the beginning of this nation? 
| think not. We have all of the freedoms now 
and to give up everything -we stand for to a vision- 
ary dream of a World Government, that the World 
Federalists claim will keep peace in the world is, 
to my mind unthinkable. 

One proponent proposes to set the votes to 
each member nation-by population. To mention 
a few examples: On the basis of present popula- 


tion, China would have 480 votes, the USSR over: 
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.The Daily Worker of New York, official 
Communist paper, capitalizes on every dissatisfac- 
tion of the colored race in order to bring it. into 
the Communist party.

do we stand? Since we have less than one-tenth 
of the world population, we would be outvoted on 
all occasions and what then could we do to pre- 
vent the World Government from voting itself 
more power? 

The World Federalists propose prohibiting, by 
any nation, of armarments and forces beyond an 
approved level, required for international policing. 
This is done to make it possible for the World 
Government's armed forces to overpower any one 
nation. Over thirty years ago, in 1928, at Genva, 
during the conference on the reduction and limita- 
tion of armaments under the old League of Na- 
tions, Litvinoff, representing the USSR, made a 
proposal that all armaments be done away with, 
except the necessary small arms for an internal 
Police Force. That proposal is almost identical 
with what is now being proposed by the World 
Federalists. 

Most of the nations of the world are very 
proud of their independence, for which they 
fought at great cost“in lives and money, and | just 
do not believe that many of them would agree to 
give up their sovereignty to a visionary World 
Government. Witness our own hemisphere and 
the Latin Americary countries. Would any nation 
agree to relinquish the right to maintain what 
armed forces it considers necessary to defend it- 
self against aggression for the possible defense by 
a World Government's armed forces made up of 
all nationalities? It would just be playing into 
the hands of a totalitarian power seeking to rule 
the world. The armed forces that are provided for 
in the ‘charter of the United. Nations, to be fur- 
nished the Security Council for enforcement ac- 
tion, are national contingents simply sent when 
requested-and are only used when the necessity 
arises. Such.armed forces always retain their na 
tionality. On the other hand, World Government 
armed forces would lose their nationality and 
soon become a source of danger to the peace of
